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full benefit of last monsoon. It will also be re- 
membered that this embankment is over 100 feet 
in height, and therefore some rettlement and wash- 
Ing away of the slopes wns to be expected during 
this monsoon, On the 16th June, after a heavy 
and continuous full of rain, extensive gullies were | 
washed out in the slopes of the embankment, and | 
semall slip occurred on the down-line side early 
on the 17th. As further slips seemed probuble, 
timbers from 20 to 28 fet long wire ordered to 
be Inid longitudinally beneath the sleepers ander 
each Rail along the most doubtful parts of the 
embankment, each pair of longitudiuals resting 
upon try crosk timbers, 

4, On the 22nd of June a large slip occurred 
on the up line side of the embsinkment, but with 
the ansistanow uf the timbers the read was mado 
secure in a few hours, On the 8rd July, another 
slip of about 400 cubic yaids ocenrred near the 
large slip, but the framing under the Rails kept the 
road secure on a gool bearing. The large slip has 
continned to move from time to time, bat the 
Ballast Train which has heen working from Khur-¢ 
dee since the 25th of June has now gained upon 
it, and the embankinent has been get into a much 
‘more satinfactory state The rond across the 
embankment has been maintained throughout with 
very little interruption to the tiaffie. ‘The Passen- 
.ger Trains had to be worked on both si ies of the 
embankment, and the pusengers transferred on 
two occasions only. 

8. The Bhore Ghaut Incline waa opened by 
His Excellency the Governor on the 1th of the 
following month ; Go de Trains commenced work- 
ing ovr it, and continued working regularly up 
to the 16th of June, when embankments 5 and 
8 were reported unsafe for the passage of trains 
since that date no trains have heen run, and em- 
‘dankments 5 and 8 have setiled to the extent of 
about 8 feet since the beginning of the rains. A 
alip of about 1,500 cubic yards, und about 100 feet 
ia length, has occurred in No. 5 embankment. 
The only slip of any importance in the slopes of 
eattings has occurred at the lower end of cutting 
No. 4, where about 1,800 cubic yards of the slopes 
came in, filling the Railway for’ length of 100 
fect and neaily 12 feet m depth. Some small slips 
have occurred on other parts of the line, and a few 
loose stones have fallen from the slopes, but no 
serious contingency of any kind has ocourred upon 
the Incline. 

6. The impracticability of keeping up the em- 
bankments and working the Incline through the 
first monsoon has heen all along pointed out, but. 
Lam happy to say that the effects of the rains on 
the works have been less serious than might have 
been expected. The two embankments and the 
slip at No. 4 cutting abovementioned are the 
only works reqniring heavy repairs, The dlking 
up of tho embankments is going on as actively az 
the weather will permit Abuve 1,500 work- 
people are em loved upon the Incline.

13. From Bgutpoora to Julgaum the line gene 
rally has been kept in good order. ‘The measures 
takin last season for preventing further slips in the 
embankments at Moondeegaum, Manichgaum, and 
Padlee, have proved successful ; those embankments 
have given little or no tronble these rains.

the onners, who are enfficiently shrewd to sea 
that they have only to make a gap in the fence to 
escape conviction, 

15. An instance in point occurred only the 
other day near Padlec, where the Patell of Shen.

was subject to the general Regulations, it was 
considered desiruble thut they also should be brought 
under the operation of thore Regulations, in order 
that the entire District might be admtinistered on 
one uniform system,

The Hon’ble Mz. Rowsxrs, in moving for leave 
to introduce a Bill for the abolition of the offices of 
Hindoo and Mahomedan Law Otfieer, said the object 
of the Bill was two-fold ; iva//y, the ubvlition of 
the appointments of Hindo aud Mahomedan Law 
Officers throughout the country ; und, secondly, 
the diseeverunce of the connection of Government 
with the offices of Cazi-ul-Cuzat or head Cazis of 
Provinees, and of City, Town, and Pergunnah 
Cazis. The Council would remember that for 
many years after the introduction of the British 
Rule into India the European Officers of the 
Government, partly no doubt from the paucity of 
their number, and partly algo from their ignorance 
alike of the languages and of laws of the people, 
did not tuke any direct part in the administration 
of Justice, which was conductcd by nutive fane- 
tionaries ; ‘and even when Lord Coruwallis, in the 
year 1793, constituted Courts of Justive presided 
over by European Judges in Bengal, and when at 
a later date similar Courts were established in the 
‘Madros and Bornbay Presidencies, a Mabomedan 
and a Hindoo Law Officer was appointed to each 
Court of Civil Judicature for the purpose af ex- 

unding the laws of the Hindous and of the 
Biahomedane in causes which right be referable 
to tho determination of those Authorities. 
Although to this day in suite regarding succession, 
inheritance, marriuge, and caste, apd all religious 
usages and institutions, the Mahomedan Law with 
respeat to Maliomedans, an! thy Hindoo Lest with 
regard to Hindoos, were still the general rules 
avbich the Courts were to form their decision, jyet 

i Law, Off 
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Hindoos, and it was published the following year. 
He leo recommended the translation of ine 
Hedaya, the most celebrated law treatise of the 
Sunni ‘School of Muhomedan Law. Tt was 
printed in Caleutta in 1794. Since then the 
labors of Sir William Jones, and of a great many 
distinguished Oriental scholars, ainong whom 
e might mention the names of Messrs, Cole- 
brooke, Halhed, Hanghton, Wamilton, Harington, 
Wynch, Sutherland, Sir Francis Macnazhten, 
Sir William Macnaghten, Sir Archibald Galloway, 
Dr. Sprenger, Dr. Roer, Captain Lees, and 
Messrs. Neil Baillio and Macpherson, and, still 
later a very learned Native gentleman, now a 
Member of the Legislative Comicil of His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, Buboo Pro- 
sonna Cvomar Tagore, on this side of India—of’ 
Sir Thomas Strange and Mr. Ellis on the Madras 
side—of Sir Erskine Perry aud Moxsrs. Norris, 
Willoughby, and Borrudaile at Bornbay ; together 
with the many valuable works on both the Civil 
and Criminat Codes of the Hindoos and Maho- 
medans which *had appeared in France, Germany, 
Hollands Kustia, and at Constantinople, had siv 

us access hoth to the orizinal laws and to the 
works of Commentators, and had rendered the 
courte independant of the expositions of Hindoo 
and Mahomedan Law Officers, To the value of Sir 
William ®Macna:hten’s famous work, entitlel tho 
Principals and Precedents of Hinidoo and Maho- 
dan Law, Sir Edward Ryan, formerly chief! Judge 
of the Supreme Court of Caloutta, hai, in the 
Judicial Committec® of the Privy Council, of 
which he was one of the Indios, borne the highest, 
testimony. He sinted that it was all but decisive 
on “any point of Hind»o Lu contained in it, and 
that more respect would be paid to its dicta by the 
Judges of the Caleutta Court than even to the 
opinions of the Pundits: and the Inte Horace 
Hayman Wilson, no mean authority, was of 
opinion that a similar character was applicable 
to the Mahomedan portion, There were besides 
Digests of Decisions und the reported Decisions 
of the late Supreme and Sudder Courts and of 
the Zillah Courts of all the Presidencies, which 
have been published annually for many years past 
Tt was under euch cireumatances that the Hon’Ule 
nd learned Chief Justice of the High Conrt of 
judicature at Caleutta, soon after the formation 
of that Court, expressed his opinion that neither 
Hindoo nor Mahomedan Law Officers wore any 
Ionger required. The Code of Procedure gave

T have in my Memorandum pointed out in 
what manner the arrangements made by the Goe 
ernment "Transit Ofer failed, and at is not 
necessary that I should recur to this ‘portion of 
the subject beyondexpreesing my belief that the 
lubor of organtaing and conducting the Transit 
Department of the’ Godavery should not be ini 
posed upon Officers whe aye already overworked, 
but that encouragement should be held out by the 
Government to private individuals, and whore 
interests should be associated with the success of 
athe transit. 


T believe that I am better acquainted with the 
aetails connected with the carriage of produce trom 
Nagpoor to the Coast than any other mdividual, 
and if entrusted by Government with the eutire 
management of the traffic from the Ist. January 
163 to Y0th April 1864, the termination of the 
official year, I can undertake thoroughly tv organize 
the transit so as to demonstrate by the end of 
next year the possibility of a rapid and safe con- 
veyance of almost any amount of produce frou 
Nagpoor to the Eastern Coast. 


I should propose for the present to adhere to 
the existing scale of freight und fares, and to pay 
to Government three-fourths of all receipta, ree 
taining one-fourth as a remuneration for myself. 
The actual Evtabhishment of the Transit Dopart- 
ment would of course be maintained by Govern- 
ment, with such changes and alterations proposed 
by me as should meet with the approval of His 
Excellency the Governor in Council. 








In order to give this project a fair chaneo of 
producing immediate conviction upon the public 
mind of the practicability of the Godavery route 
from the Cotton Districts to the Coast, T feel it 
absolutely neceseaty that my recent experiment 
should be repeated next season ona more exten 
sive scale and with the benefit of my improved 
measures in the Transit Department. For this 
purpose I should require a capital of at least a lukh 
of Bupeos, to be devoted entirely to the thorough 
establishment of the transit, 


The Government, for the operations of the past 
year, with ‘ready liberality, advanced to me Rupees 
20,900. ‘This amount I will return into the Nagpoor 
Treasury immediately on my reaching Nagpoor, 
according to agreement, before tho time fixed lot 
payment, (30th April 1863.) 

I would now respectfully solicit the exercise of 
farther assistance with the view of carrying into 
practical effect the object for which the formec 
advance was made.

It would therefore appear that 
the statement that‘ Government have lost nothing 
by the undertaking” is not to be accepted in its 
Literal sense, for, by Captain Haig’s own shewing, 
there has been an actual losa of Rupes 10,904, 
‘but that he considers this loss to be more thon 
made up for by the value of the experience gained. 


18. Tt is necessary, moreover, to obscrve that 
the Rupees 47,891 credited to the transit opers- 
tione must be debited to the works, and if this be 
not cone, Captain Huig’s statement as to the cost 
of the transit operations must be coffiidered an 
fallacious, As no, estimate of the vost of the 
works has yet becn furnished, I am unable to state 
whether any allowance Las been made by him on 
this account or not, 


14. In paragraph 21 Captain Haig  dilates 
farther on the value of “experience,” and urges 
it asa reason why Government should maintain 


{the transit service in full efficiency. 


15.° He rfext shews that the work actually 
done by the Steamers was niuch less than it would 
have been had they had full employment. They 
dul carry 1,582 tons, but they could have cared 
9,340, or, making certain allowances, they cod 
have conveyed four timee a8 much as they did, with 
very litle additional expense. Further, he 
stat-n that, owing to defects of construction in 
the present Steamers, there is a large unnects- 
sary waste of power, and that, ot a cost 
of Rupees 30,000, they might be improved so as 
to inervase their efficiency by, at least, 25 per cent. 
or more. Tne prevent flotilla might, therefore, if 
umproved and fully employed. convey five times as 
much traffic as it did during the year under review. 
But an increase of 2,000 tons down river from 
third Barner, and 1,000 up to same point (such 
being a very moderato iherense to expect) would 
quintuple the traffic, and the actual cost of varriage 
having Leen three annas per ton this year (but L 
have shewn it to be more) there is a good prospeet 
of the line soon, not only paying its expenses, bat 
yielding a return on the outlay. If, as ubove 
shewn, the Steamers actually carried only ¢th the 
quantity of goods they were capuble of doing, it 
appears to lead to the conclusion that the number 
of them maintained wus larger than the eieum+ 
stances of the ease required. 








16, In paragraph 25 Captain Haig states that 
the improvement of the river bed ameliorated 
service arrangements, the substitution of wood tor 
coal as fuglund the employment, of local labor, 
would farther tend to diminish the cost of earriage.

17. He next proceeds to notice the loss from 
injury of goods, which, in spite of the incomplete 
state of the line and most imperfect arrangements, 
only,amounted to 32 bales, or 84 per cent. of the 
whole number conveyed. When the line is com- 
pleted, therefore, it may Le reaconably expected 
that the lose on this account will be still lees, and 
very trifling. It would also cecm that the break- 
ing of bulk at the Barriers, considered by some us 
an insuperable obstucld, will, in reality, prove a 
trifling disadvantage.

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19, In paragraph 28 Captain Haig makes 
certain recommendations — 


‘at.—That the transit service should be conti- 
nued and improved, for it entails no loss on 
Government. It assists the works, fosters the 
infant river trade, and forms a natural channel 
for traffie. He advocates no heavy expenditure, 
but simply the maintenance of the present, flotilla, 
and its graduul increase as cireamstances may re- 
quire, with a view (o its ultimate transfer to pn- 
vate agency. That the operations have been, 
during the past season, carried on without some loss 
to Government is not apparent, nor do I think 
they will Be so fur some time to come Neverthe- 
Jess I concur with Captain Haiz in thinking that 
the transit service slould be contmued, though 
not, perhups, to the extent, or m the manner he 
proposcs. It ia mainly on account of the utility of 
the Steamers to the works that I would recommend 
ther maintenanee. I would keep up only s0 
many of thom as were absolutely necessary for 
that purpose, and the whole expenses shonld be do-. 
hated to the works and allowed for im the esti.

If the Steamers, besides the conveyance of 
Government stores, are able to undertake the tran- 
sit of goods on privute aveount, und it would ap- 
peat fiom paragraph 26 thas they mght do so toa

2ad—It being desirable that shippers should 
be able to msure their goods, he recommends that 
Government should assume the Othee of Under- 
wniter. About the inexpedieney of such an ar- 
rangement there can hardly, I think, be two 
opmuons. 

3rd.—That the transit operations should not he 
limited to that part of the river below the third 
Barrer, ot that the said Barrier should be exelud- 
ed from the improvements contemplated to the 
other two. He says in siipport of this view that 
the cost of transporting goods from Chandah to 
foot of third Barrier, 62 miles, is 55 percent. of the 
cost of transport from the foot of third Barrier to 
Cocanada, 300 miles, and that 1t costs as much to 
tarry goods from Hingunghat to the third Barner, 
116 mules, asit dovs to convey them from that Bar- 
rier to Coranada, aud that by opening of only 3ths 
of the ling, leaving 4th untouched, at least. &ths of 
the value of the communication is sacriheed. 

20, This isa matter of much importance as 
regards the success of tho scheme, and af, as 
Captain Haig states, the river above the third 
Barrior is capable of improvement, at a small ost, 
as compared with the others, il seoms a pity that 
the productiveness of the whole projet should be 
40 seriously diminished for the sake of a compgra- 
tively small saving of outlay. But this is o 
question which would have to be considered else- 
where.

2. Durmg the mouths mentioned above they 
appeared at diferent times in the Districts men-

Rereentse to the Show of the Agricultural and Horticultural Society which is to take ‘place on 
the last day of the Agneultural Exhibition, viz., the 23rd January 1864, Tam dagired by the Council 
to request that you will obtain the sanction of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor‘wo the offer, by the 
District Committees, of local Prizes to Le awarded for Horticultural produce on the above occasion. 

‘The Society have hitherto been in the hubit of disbursing annually at the first. ordinary Show 
of the season rather more than Rapees 500 for such specimens of vegetables, fruits and flowers as 
were deemed deserving of encouragement, the growth of Gardens in Calcutta and its immediate vicinity, 
But considering the interest evinced in all quarters at the approaching Agricultural Exhibition, the 
Couneil think it probable that Residents of neighbouring Districts, European and Native, may wish to 
send Horticultural products by Rail and otherwise. 

In the event of His Honor acceding to this request, the Council will be glad to offer their services 
for the award and distribution of these Ixtra Prizes, and they would bez to suggest that no time be 
lost in notifying though the Secretaries of Local Committees that such Prizes will Le given. To save 
time, I annex to this letter copy of the Society’s Prize List at the first Horticultural und Floricultural 
Exhibition of last year. It should be in the discretion of the Local Committees to muke such addi- 
tious and alterations in the fruits, vegetables, flowers, &c., therein entered as they may deem advisable.

There has been marked progress. Lahore Sta- 
tion will be complete by the end of the cold sca- 
son, with the exception of the roof over the rails. 
Tt has been decided to make this roof and similar 
ones of iron, instead of wood as first sanctioned, 
and as the Roookee Shops could not supply the 
quantity, they have been indented for on England. 
The Local Government has sanctioned their 
adoption. 

‘The Carriage Building Shed is complete; the| 
Smithy and Saw Mill Sheds will be fimehed this 





svason. The Fuel shed has also been bullt. There 
are 6 Passenger and + Goods Engines at work, and 
270 carriages of sorts ; alko 1 Passenger and 1 
Goods Engine at Mooltan not yet put together. 

The Lahore and Ummteur Section was opened 
before completion. “But the Treffic has been main- 
tained without interruption ; the Seetion is, how- 
ever, all but completed, with the exception of the 
Paseenger Station at Umritsur. .
